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The Thames, near Sonning. Just hereabouts is some 
o f ttie loveliest river scenery that the British Isles possess. 
Tue Thames is crossed at Sonning by an ancient bridge of 
eleven arches, and full of eyots that create so many 
apparently separate waterways, while above and below 
the lock is a delightful walk called the Thames Parade. 
The old church ot St. Andrew’s at Sonning dates from the 
13th century. 
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
